After seventeen day s of arduous la­ 
bor and 
thoroug h investig ation 
of 
crim e, the g rand jury has come from 
behind their closed doors with their 
report to the jndg e of the Hush circni 
court. 
These men, during their investig a­ 
tion have found indictments ag ainst 
ten of Rash county ’s citizens, five 
felonies and five misdemeanors. 
Rush county lias never had a g rand 
j ur y which has labored more faithfully 
than these men have for over two 
weeks. 
Not a stone has been left un­ 
turned as far as they were able to 
know in unearthing the lawlessness of 
this county . 
The men were competent and did 
their duty manfully and only words of 
hig hest jiralse g reet them from every ­ 
one interested in the welfare of our 
com m unity and who desire to breathe 
a pure social atmosphere in Rushville 
and Rush county . 
Of the ten indictments five warrants 
have been served. 
Leslie B nndrant and Mrs. Ooletnan 
ere held in the Rush county jail on 
an indictm ent charg ing 
them with 
the m urder of OharleH Coleman. 
The others upon 
whom warrants 
have been served are Alpheus Tay lor, 
C laude and Roy Neff, who were in 
dieted by the 
g rand jury , charg ed 
with dy nam iting in the waters of In­ 
diana. 
The y oung men g ave bond in 
he sum of $1000 each and will stand 
trial. 
The g rand jury reports to Judg e 
Sparks that they carefully im p e de d 
the county poor farm and county jail 
and found each to be in g ood sanitary 
condition. 
They recommended that one of the 
rooms in the living apartments of the 
jail be papered. 
They 
also recom­ 
mended that a lawn fence be built 
aronnd the jail lawn in order to keep 
people from crossing the lawn and 
tram p ing nown the g rass. 
The last 
week of the g rand jury was mostly 
taken up 
in the Coleman 
murder 
case. T he men g reatly enjoy ed the 
fresh air and thoug hts free from care, 
which were much needed after their 
unceasing efforts in unraveling the 
m y stery of that and other crimes.

It was issued under 
the authority of an act of Cong ress 
passed March 3, 18 63. It is a leg al ten­ 
der for all debts, public and private, 
and is one of the dollars so often re ­ 
ferred to by political financiers.

Both Leslie Bundrant and his p a r­ 
amour, Mrs. Charles Coleman, charg ed 


with murder in the first deg ree, are e n­ 
tering upon a monotonous and un­ 


eventful life at the jail. 
No one is 
allowed to see them unless on business 


of importance and conseq uently they 
are talking little. 
B undrant does not show a disposi­ 
tion to say any thing and has closed 
up like a clam since he enlisted the 
| services of a lawy er, a colored bar­ 
rister of Indianapolis. 
Sunday , when 
j City Marshal Price was turning two 
! fellows out of jail who had been lock- 
! ed up over nig ht, he approached the 
neg ro murderer and eng ag ed him in 
conversation. 
He was as talkative as 
a street fakir until the subject of the 
murder was broached and then the 
fellow suddenly g rabbed a mop and 
I beg an to industriously clean the jail 
floor say ing : “ Guess I ’d better g et 
to work here with this mop if 1 ever 
’spects to g et thro ug h .” 
He does not seem to worry over his 
perilous position and seems as happy 
and contented in the jail as if he was 
a member of a week end house party , 
i He whistles and sing s anil jokes with 
any one who happens aronnd. 
On the other hand the woman, who is 
| confined in the department upstairs, 
weeps half the time and is continually 
protecting that she is innocent. 
Over 
and over she repeats the words: “ If I 
had only told the truth at the very 
I beg inning and had the officers arrested 
Bundrant I would not be here. 
And 
if only i>ecple would understand how 
I ft» ared that man. 
He was desperate 
and killed my husband and 1 knew he 
would kill me if I told, 
it would have 
been better now if I had told and he 
had killed me, for I wonld rather be 
dead than have to stay here. ” 
The woman g rieves that she cannot 
have her little g irl with her and seem 
ed to be deeply affected that g he did 
not g et to see her husband before they 
took the remains away to Keutucky for 
burial. 
She say s: “ Oh, little did I 
think that nig ht when he started out 
after the doctor that 1 wonld never see 
him alive ag ain and little did 1 dream 
when 1 came to town when the offi­ 
cers sent fcfor me and I left Jus cold 
body lay ing at home that 1 would never 
lay ey es upon it ag ain. 
It all seems 
so cruel and wicked ” 
Coroner Will S. Coleman filed his 
verdict today and he place* the m ur ­ 
der at the doors of Leslie Bundrant 
Mrs. Coleman is not mentioned in 
the official instrument. 
The verdict 
is as follows: “ After ex amining the 
body and hearing the evidence I do 
find that the deceased (Charles Cole­ 
man ) came to his death abont 12:30 
o’clock on the m orning of March 3d, 
and th at death resulted from injuries 
on the head caused by a number of 
blows with a hatchet in the hands of 
Leslie Bundrant and by having his 
throat cut with a sharp knife also in 
the hands of Leslie Bundrant. 
I also 
find it was premeditated m urder.” 
The coroner ex amined everv witness 
who knew any thing of the affair and in 
biff verdict, it is evidenced that he 
does not believe the story told 
by 
E nndrant for he charg es that B un­ 
drant was the knife user as well as the 
only person who had a band, directly , 
in the crime. 


An erroneous report has been circu­ 


lated during the past few day s that 


the Friday issue of the Daily Republi­ 
can was held up by the 
postocffie 
authorities and 
not allowed to g o 
throug h the mails. 
Such a report is 
hardly worthy of refutation, but as it 
will afford an opportunity to make an 
ex planation to oar mail subscribers, 
we will g ladly take advantag e of it. 
There was some little friendly discus­ 
sion at the local postoffice reg arding 
the publication of the confession of 
Mrs. Charles Coleman. 
Some were of 
the opinion that the statement as pub­ 
lished by both the local paj^rs, taken 
from the coroner’s report, MIGHT BE 
considered a violation of the rules of 
the postoffice authorities. 
Rather than 
run the risk or delay mailing our pa­ 
pers until an opinion could be secured, 
we blotted out that portion which it 
was thoug ht m ig ht be objected to, 
namely th at part referring to the re-, 
lations the Coleman woman had with 
Bumlrant 
before 
her husband was 
killed 
Only those papers were ex ­ 
purg ated 
that parsed 
throug h 
the 
mails. 
After due inevstig ation it wasfonnd 
that the statment in q uestion was no 
violation ag ainst post ocflie rules. H un­ 
dreds of newspapers publish suchthing s 
every day and some of them even g o so 
far as to make a specialty of it, and 
still they are not ex cluded from the 
mails. 
Both the local dailies, in their en­ 
deavor to furnish their readers a copy 
of the confession as g iven to the coro­ 
ner, 
published the 
statement, and 
both obliterated the part in q uestion 
from their mail copies. 
Now, in the first place, one must 
base such thing s, and all tiling s, upon 
a common sense bat-is. The very , very 
objectionable part of the confession, 
which was g iven the coroner with 
much 
detail, 
was toned down and 
barely touched upon in this paper, 
and was couched in lang uag e in vog ue 
among educated people. 
In fact there 
were hut two 1 ines comprising but two 
or three words referring to the nature 
of the relations. 
But this was an all 
important part of the confession. 
It 
had to be stated in some manner, or 
else the confession, as a news article, 
amounted to nothing . 
The w o m an’s relations with B un­ 
drant, before the crime was com m it­ 
ted, undoubtedly has 
an important 
bearing on the case—it was the mo 
tive to the deed, and is one of the 
cardinal features. 
The statement was 
made in the best of lang uag e, showing 
our intent in the matter, and we feel 
satisfied that the postal authorities 
and the public in g eneral wonld readily 
g rasp this and appreciate our position. 
We have no apolog y to offer fo a ny ­ 
one, for we better understand these 
thing s than the few carnal minded 
calamity 
y owlers, 
who continually 
harp about >uch thing s, who are the 
first and most eag er to read them and 
then delig ht in spreading false re ­ 
ports.

nature. 
The orig inal contract 
price 
for the sewer was in the neig hborhood 
of fifty -five thousand dollars and the 
Kellar Construction 
company , who 
were 
the

bidders, are 
lamenting the day they ever heard 
of the Rushville job, for they complain 
that they lost money on the contract, 
something over ten thousand dollars 
This is due, they say , to the fact that 
they struck som ucn “ hard-pan wh« ve 
it was impossible to use a machine a* 
they anticipated, all the trenches hav­ 
ing to be dug by hand.

It was 
pointed out that the nitrog en neces­ 
sa ry should te secured by g rowing 
clover, cow peas, and other leg umes, 
i as this is by far the cheapest source. 
The subject of injury to the land 
• from the use of fertilizers was dis­

¡of injury need be entertained If le­ 
g ume crops are used in the rotation to 
keep up the supply of org anic matter 
in the soil and prevent it from becom­ 
ing compact.

tilizer wa> shown. 
This fable showed 
that in the counties using larg e amount 
of 
fertilizer

ties using a small amount of fert lizer 
the y ield was uniformly decreasing .

tic recep tion on his arriv al here to­ 
morrow. 
Nev ertheless the g reatest 
concern i- felt as to the king ’s sa fe ty 
owing to the activ ity of the Barcelonia 
rv colutionists and anarchists who re­ 
cently created almost a reig n of terror 
in this city . 
There hav e been fiv e 
bomb ex p losions here since Jan. 1 and 
not a sing le culp rit has been caug ht. 
Only a few day s ag o p lacards were 
p laced throug hout Barcelona stating 
that an attemp t would be made r n the 
life of the king should he carry cut his 
determination of v isiting this city .

In 
time the child ren so tortu red , and they 
are not a few. show signs of break 
do wn. They grow fretfu l, d igestion 
fails, sleeplessness and nerv ou sness 
appear, and the fond parents say they 
are being crowd ed too rapid ly .

of its lessons, and then the parent 
knows the child has an ex tra mtnd ;

In China, there is a mischiev ou s spirit 
of rebellion at work, and the so called 
“awakening” of the nativ es giv es the 
malcontent!! an opportu nity for poison­ 
ing men’s mind s toward what is good 
In foreign assistance and in the ru ling 
d y nasty . The Celestial Empire, print­ 
ed in English at Shanghai, say s that 
with ail the spirit of progress mani­ 
fested there is also a spirit of narrow­ 
ness and rev olt which threatens to Im­ 
peril the sou nd ness and permanence 
of the renaissance. Of the present op­ 
position of the nativ es to foreigners 
this jou rnal say s: 
Their new fou nd strength Is ru nning 
with m u ch force in the opposition to all 
foreign aid in the d ev elopm ent of rail­ 
way s. mines or other natu ra l resou rces 
in China. 
It is not necessary to assu re 
ou r read ers tha t a great d eal of this 
v igor is misd irected . 
It m u st necessarily 
be so. To m en so u tterly ignorant of the 
practical w orking of railw ay s and other 
engineering works a s all bu t one in a 
million of Chinese are it cou id not be 
otherw ise than 
rid icu lou s for them 
to 
presu m e to hav e any opinion at all. 
Yet 
the opinion is there, strong and d eter­ 
mined ly ex pressed . 
The papers are fu ll 
of the necessity of prev enting foreign cap­ 
ital from entering the cou ntry a t all. and 
if the officials attem pt, as the more en* 
lightened d o. to show tha t help is d esira­ 
ble they are abu sed and cartooned as 
allies of the “ foreign d ev il,“ if not as 
traitors to their cou ntry .

The coopers of the I’tilted Sta tes are 
probably suffering more at the present 
time for want of a supply of timber 
than the men of any other wood 
u sln :

essa ry for cooperage st.wk and the lack 
of knowledge of 
the merits of sue!) 
species of wood as might possibly he 
used as substitutes, sa ys a forest serv­

few years 
ago the 
cooperage ruanufacturt rs t f the Pacific 
coast obtained their supply of timber 
from the east, using very largely 
the 
better cooperage wotx ls. such as white 
oak and elm. Recently these manufac­ 
turers have been using with r asonab e 
success various species of wood native 
to their immediate section. Sitka spruce 
Is now* largely used on the Pacific cos t
